20 (2 "DRUG ABUSE TREATMENT PROGRAM" HAS THE MEANING STATED IN

22 (3) "HEALTH CARE PRACTITIONER" MEANS ANY INDIVIDUAL WHO IS
23 LICENSED, CERTIFIED, OR OTHERWISE AUTHORIZED UNDER THE HEALTH
24 OCCUPATIONS ARTICLE TO PROVIDE HEALTH CARE SERVICES.

25 (B) A DRUG ABUSE TREATMENT PROGRAM THAT ADMINISTERS

5 PERMIT, OR PROCEDURE THAT DIFFERS FROM THAT REQUIRED FOR AN OFFICE FOR
6 ONE OR MORE HEALTH CARE PRACTITIONERS THAT PROVIDES OUTPATIENT

7 TREATMENT.

8 (D) A GENERAL ZONING ORDINANCE, RULE, OR REGULATION OF A POLITICAL
9 SUBDIVISION THAT CONFLICTSWITH THE PROVISIONS OF THIS SECTION OR A RULE
10 OR REGULATION THAT CARRIES OUT THE PURPOSE OF THISSECTION IS

11 SUPERSEDED BY THIS SECTION TO THE EXTENT OF A CONFLICT.
